~ We have read’ Lord Cuarurs Bereés- 
Forn’s speech at Singapore, we have rend 
his Lordship’s speech at Shanghai, and, 
like the farmer with his claret, we do not 
seem to get any “ forarder.” “The° disting- 
tiished spenker says some clear, definite 
policy should be laid down as to what 
position we hold in China, but he does not 
assist us'very much to an understanding of 
what that line of policy should be. He 
spenks in one place of “ the absolutely effete 
“condition of the Government of this 
“country with regard to the four hundred 
“million inhabitants which they can in no | 
“way control, while at any moment, if you“ 
“put up stores or trade centres in the 
“country they may be destroyed or burnt, 
“and the Government of this country will, 
‘have no control over those who do it.” 
Lord CxHaries must have fallen a 
victim to the sophistry of thex native 
officinls, for the difficulty of controlling 
the population is invariably the plea they 
put forward, to throw dust in the eyes of 
foreign: Governments, when officially in- 
stigate] outrages such as the Tientsin or 
Kucheng massacres take place. The Chin- 
ese Government can control the population 
well enough if it chooses, but when foreign 
interests are concerned it is well content tu 
let the elements of disorder break loose occn- 
sionally, even though it sometimes burns its 
own fingers thereby, Lord CHARLEs, how- 
ever, giving the Chinese Government the 
churacter lie does, would yet preserve “ the 
“integrity of China asit is.” Chinaas it is, 
ruled by the Empress-Dowayer and Lr} 
Huna-cuaxa! lt is true his Lordship 
would have “an adequate army for police 
‘“ purposes,”--for which no army is re- 
quired, however necessary it inay -be to 
p-eserve the country from aggression on the 
part of other Powers—but he hardly makes 
any meution of the uecessity of reforming 
the civil administration which is the erying 
need of the country, If a strong line of 
policy is what we want let us send a 
Lord Cromer to Peking as adviser to 
the Chinese Government, and enforce 
compliance with his advice. Then we 
should see a thorough reformation, which 
would be more to the purpose than trying 
to preserve “ the integrity of China as it is,” 
As to the suggested alliance between Great 
Britain, the United States, Germany, and 
Japan, it would be highly satisfactory to 
see the four countries pursuing a common 
policy, but our experience of the concert of 
Europe in connection with the Armenian 
question and, later, in the affairs of Crete, 
leds us to the suppusition that on the whole 
Britain is likely to do the best for herseif 
and others when she stands on her own legs.

If such a measure 
has really been resulved upon the Foreign 
Ministers would be justified in declaring 
that they had been slighted and refusing to 
meet the objectionable member at the 
Yamen. We trust, however, that there ia 
no foundation for the report. The scheming 
Empress Dowager cannot be prevented, from 
continuing to make Lt Huna-cuana her 
adviser-in-chief, but she can be requested 
not to use him as her mouth-piece at the 
Council meetings or to openly flaunt him in 
the eyes of the Munisters as her chief 
counsellor. .The fact that Lt is strongly 
Anglophobe is of course another reason why 
the British Minister should stick to his 
guns and decline to act with a man who 
has. done so much to create bad feel- 
ing between Great Britain and Russia.

CHINA'S PRESENT GOVERNMENT. 
(Daily Preaa, 1st December.) 
Although the Government of China is 


being carried on after.a style it is difficult 
to define what that body is, . The Tsungli 
Yameo still exists, but its members: are |, 
liable at any moment to be removed as the 
result Gf some ignoble intrigue. As an | 
instance of the weakness of the so-called 
powers that be, Hu Yu-rey, the Governor 
of Peking, was early in November appointed 
to be n member of the Teungli Yamen, but 
on the 17th idem an edict was issuéd re- 
moving him from the Board on the very | 
day he was to have taken his seat there. 

This was, according to the Peking corres- 
pondent of oar Shanghai morning con tem- 


porary, in consequence of intimidation used 
by a Tartar General named Tung Fu- 
HgtANG. It seems that Goveruor Hu ~aine 
into collision with General Tuxa during the 
recent riots at the Lukou Bridge. He 
fullowed the counsel of the British Minister 
on the occasion, acted firmly, had the 
soldiers punished, and got one of the Gen- 
erals degraded. By thus doing’ his duty 
Hu incurred the enmity of Tuya, whoat 
once left Paotingfu, where he was in com- 
mand, for the capital, where he procured an 
audience with the Empress Dowager and 
threatened to cause serious trouble unless 
Hu's appointment to the Tsungli Yamen 
was cancelled. The Ew ress, who feared 
this unruly soldier man would make gool 
his threats, gave way, and Hu was sacrificed, 
It isthus apparent that if the Emperor 
Kwana Su was weak, the Empress 
Dowacer is not strong, and there. 
would appear to be a perfect dearth of 
reliable or patriotic mandarins at the 
capital ihe officials are either all bent 
on self-aggranitisement or self-enrichment. 
The evil example set by Lit Hune-crane 
has cankered the whole mandarinate. 
Always addicted more or less to squeezing, 
it became, under his régime in Chihli, 
a fine art. In furmer times only limited 
aud fairly well known revenues passed 
through the hands of the officials, but since 
the formation of an army and navy on 
moderu principles and the import of arms 
and machinery from abroad a new field 
opened for exploitation, which has afforded 
greater opportunities for plunder and in 
creased the rapacity of the officials. Hence 
the paucity of even tolerably gool men. 
Ns offizials go, Governor Hu- was believed 
to have been a tairly progressive and well 
meaning official, If, however, such a man 
can be removed from the Tsungli Yamen at 
the dictation of a turbulent General, it 
augurs ill for the administration not only 
of foreign but domestic affairs also, 
Meantime it would appear that the Em- 
press and her old ally Lt Hung cuane 
see in the wecessity for controlling the 
vagaries of the erratic Yellow River a new 
opportunity for the exercise of the veteran’s 
peculiar abilities. Under the plea—not it

portation of dogs into the colony. 
There have recently been several deaths 
from hydrophobia at Shanghai to the north 
and in Tonkin to the south and with the 
danger thus brought so closely home to us 
it.is the duty of the Board to devise means 
to protect-the colony {rum the introduction 
of the disease if it can, The idea of prohi- 
biting for definite per.ods the importation of 
dogs from places at which hydrophebia.is 
reported to exist does not, however, strike us 
as promising to prove an effective measure. 
Nothing short ofa long period of quaran- 
tine for every animal imported, as in 
England, or absolute prohibitisn of the im- 
portation of dogs, as at Singapore, could be 
regarded as affording any real security, and 
even‘such drastic measures as these would be 
‘of doubtful efficacy in Hongkong, for we do 
not see how dogs could be prevented straying 
across the Kowloon frontier from the ad- 
joining Chinese territory, where rabies is 
understood to be endemic.

He was in charge of the 
business while Mr. Robinson was away three 
months before August 3rd last. During that 
time he had no trouble with Mr. Emsley. He 
had heard of on complaints against Mr. Emsley 
while he had been in Hongkong. He had been 
absent occasionally. No complaints had been 
received by him with reference to any bad work 
done by him. On one occasion—in August—he 
examined a piano supposed to have been tuned by 
Mr: Emsley. He found it a good deal below 
the pitch given by Mr. Emsley in the book. 
It-was a good deal below concert pitch, though 
Mr. Emsley had left a memo to the effect 
that the instroment had been left at 
that pitch. He examined two other piauos on 
the:same day which were apparently untouched 
though Mr. Emsley professed to have attended 
tothem.

the sularies of the inspector in charge of the-de- 
pots and slaughter-house and in charge of mar- 
kets and we recommend that the salaries of both 
officers be raised to $120 a month each. This 
will place both officers on an equal footing and 
will render it possible for them to interchange 
duties for certain periods as may bea dirgcted, 
which will in itself be a safe-guard. 

‘We consider the present salaries of these 
officers too small considering the responsible 
positions they hold and the many temptations 
they are exposed to, and with the withdrawal of 
the watchmen at the slaughter-honse and the 
introduction of the system of marking carcases 
after they have been dressed and checking such 
marks subsequently. in the markets their duties 
and responsibilities will be increased.

“LORD CHARLES BERESFORD'S 
“< SHANGHAI SPEECH. . 
“TO THELEDITOR.OF THE “DAILY PREBS.” 

- Sin,—In your leading -article of yesterda 

dealing with: Lord Charlies Beresford'’s speee 

you: very rightly point out that he has gone 
very much astray in the opinions he has formed 
as to the position of affairs in the Far East and 
as:to the course to be adopted -by Britain in 
rectifying her past mistaken policy. Everyone 
must admire Lord Charles as a man, but. oar 

‘admiration for the man mnat not prevent us 
from forcibly opposing any incorrect theories 
he may yut forward as to Britain's true policy 

‘in her’ dealings with the important “China 
Question,” more especially so us he has avowed. 
ly-come out with the intention of moulding 
public opinion at home. ‘ 

As you:clearly point ont in your article, there 
isno reason why we should go to war with Rus- 
sia over China, for we have much to gain by the 
Ruseian occupation of Manchuria, Mongolia, 
and parts-efthe Northern Province. We ad- 
mittedly have uo interest iu the country other 
than that of trade and it is certain that when’ 

/ Russia takes over the territory in question the 
trade will quadruple and be freed from many 
‘present vexatious restrictions. It is impossible 
to- account for the agitation set up for an at- 
tempt to oust Russia in that direction in any 
other way that to suppose that a fur interested 
individuals, who have their own hatchets to 
grind, are. working on tne ignorance of the 

- Masses by raising this “Russian bogey.” Un- 
fortunately they have captured Lord Charles 
and trast to ran him in their show, 

- As to the non-payment of Customs dues on 
the railway. ‘material landed at Newchwang, you 
have, also, pointed out that there is every reason 
for freeing railway material from taxation, for 
the.cheaper the railways the better for trade. 
This aspect of the agitation points to the Cus- 
toms as its source. We might take'a leaf out of 
the Russian book in this matter, and, asa first 
step to relegating the Chinese Customs to their 
proper. place, fire them out of this British 
coloay:and refase to submit to their maintain. 
ing the festering city of Kowloon in the heart 
of:the colony. — 

- Should Russia, later, prove agressive, we can 
soon: coerce her into good behaviour when she 
has great material iuterests on the coasts of the 
Galf. of. Pechili and handreds of mil s of coust- 
line:open to the attacks of our flavt. Russia in 
-comiug down to the sea-coast is giving hostages 
to fortune for her good behaviour. As to the 
Port Authur and Talienwan stron:rhold, it could 
be, with an: adequate force, easily cut off and 
starved.into submission. In this I speak of 
what I personally know about, for I have been 
all over the stronghold. Already they find that 
want of water will prevent their maintaining a 
very large force there.

‘Uhis Ordin- 
ance, should it puss the Council in its present 
form, will be most drastic iu its operations, 
aud will in very many cases depreciate some 
cf the most valuable properties in the colony, 
to an extent not realized by the promoters 
of the Ordinance or even by the majori- 
ty of the owners of property in the colony ; 
in fact very many houses and shops in 
the most important businese localities of the 
city will te obliterated altogether, aud this 
withont compensation of any kind being made 
to the owners of the property affected. ; 

It must be remembered that all the ground 
in the. colony was originally sold by Govern- 
ment at public auction saleg, and under no 
speci | conditions. ‘The buildings subsequently’ 
erected were built in accordance with the laws 
and regulations for the time being. so that if 
any oneis at fault for the present state of 
affairs, it is the Government. 

The proposed alterations and amendments in 
this new Ordinance are exceedingly good in 
theory and would be very desirable if applied to 
houses erected on ground purchased from the 
Crown after the passing of the Ordinance;: 
as it is, I have no hesitation in saying 
it igs practically unworkable in some of 
its priucipa' points, For iustance (among 
many others) take the large block of houses on 
the south side of Jervois Street and between 
that street and Queen's Road (und this is about 
the most valuable property in the city, having 
been sold at the rute of about $34.00 per square 
foot.) All thess honses are comparatively: shul- 
low in depth ; they are two stories in height on 
the Jervois Street side; on the top of these 
houses there are other two storey houses front- 
ing Queen's Road, the shup fronts of which 
are over the back of the Jervois Street houses, 
Should this Ordinance be passed aud “an open 
area in rear” be made to the Jervois Street 
houses (which houses at the present time cannot 
be used as ‘‘ habitations ” under bye-law No, 14 
made under powers invested in the Board by 
Section 3 of Ordinance 15 of 1894, and dated 
1?th May, 1-97) in accordance with the provis- 
ions of this new Ordinance, it means that all 
the houses on the Queen’s Road side will be of 
no further use, either as shops or dwelling 
houses, owing to the before-meutioned area hav- 
ing to be carried up, clear and unobstruct- 
ed, through what is now the front of the 
Queen's Road shops, thus reducing this property 
at least .0 per cent. in value. ‘Chen again, thee 
are many sinall irregular shaped shops in this 
important district such for instance as say Nos. 
28 to 88 Hillier Street, 6 to 12 Morrison Street, 
1 to 5 Cleverly Street, and many more I could 
name, (i. ¢. shops with a good moderate 
frontage but no depth), in which,-should areas 
of the size proposed be made at the back of 
these houses, there will ba no houses left at all. 
being all or nearly all merged in the new areas 

During the last year, the Sanitary Board 
have considerably improved a very great number 
of insanitaty houses in the city, especially 
“bavk to back” houses, in a very quiet and 
tactful manner, by getting owners {o construct 
clear open areas at the back of their houses. 
Now, should this Ordinance be passed, they 
will have to considerably increase — these 
areas (as pointed cut by Mr. May), put- 
ting themselves to additional expense, and 
in many cases dving away with their kitchens 
altogether, for which they get no quid pro quo.

The proceedings were so protracted, Lord 
Charles Berestord speaking for an hour, to the 
great. delight of his audience, who would wil 
‘lingly have heard him at still greater length, 
that we can only give this morning in full the 
speech made by his lordship.

Further that 
this Branch is convinced that the commercial] and 
pelitioal situatioas cannot bs ssparatel, aud that 
in order to pravoat British Creity cizats basing 
frittered away, ibis necessary thit Her Majesty's 
Government should define on clear and definite 
lines the policy of Great Britain in this country, 
and the limits beyond which territorial uggres- 
sion shall not be permitted; finally that. such 
policy must be supported by strong and decided 
- action, and that endeavours shonlt be made to 
secure the cu-operation of those Great Powers 
which have similar aims an 1 interests.” 

The last toast was the health of the Chair-

About four hundred sailors 
and muriaes were landed-by the Deulschlund and 
the Auiserin Augusta, a force supplemented by 
forty bluejac-ets from H.M.S. Phoenix and Alge- 
rine, sixty Iron the italian cruiser Marco Lolo, 
sixty from the Austrian man-of-war Krundsverg. 
and sinall detachment. from the Russian cruiser 
Kreyser and the U.S.5. Menocacy, under their 
various commanding officers. ‘lhe scene pre- 
sented was one that will not readily be forgotten, 
and had the proceedings been iavoured with 
more propitious weather nothiug wonid have 
been wanting to ensure the most compete suc- 
cess. As it was, a Dbitiug coid wind blew 
across the ground accompanied by intermittent 
showers of wintry rain rendering matters de-. 
cidedly uncomfortaile. It was nearly half-past 
eleven before the Prince appeared, an unavoid- 
abie delay having been occasioned in the lauding 
of a party of German marines on account of 
the rough weather outside, the boats haying 
some difficulty in getting off from the men-ot- 
war at Woosung, On arriving he was received 
with cheers and a geueral salute by the ussem- 
bled forces, afterwards inspecting the various 
lines and companies. He was accompanied by 
Dr. O. stuebel, late Consul-Gerenal for Ger- 
many, his aide-de-camp. und numerous officers.
